a clip attached to the wire for receiving a light bulb removed from the one o 
pre-existing sockets of #em the lighting string. 

2. (Original) The article of claim 1, the clip comprising at least two substant 
parallel segments connected at one end and having a circular void therebetwee 

3. (Original) The article of claim 2, the void dimensioned to receive a light bulb. 

4. (Original) The article of claim 2, wherein the segments are sufficiently flexib: 
be partially and temporarily separated to receive a light bulb within the void. 

5. (Original) The article of claim 1 B the clip comprising a first segment and a sec 
segment, the first segment and the second segment joined at one end, and a 
void and a second void formed between the first segment and the second segm 
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6. (Original) The article of claim 5, wherein the first void is dimensioned to re 
a wire, and the second void is dimensioned to receive a light bulb. 



7. (Original) The article of claim 1, wherein the clip is removably attached tj> the 
wire. 

8. (Original) The article of claim 1, wherein the lighting assembly compri< es a 
plurality of LEDs and a base for supporting the plurality of LEDs. 
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9. (Currently Amended) A decorative illuminated article adapted for us 
connecting to a pre-existing socket of wife a lighting string comprising a plm 
of sockets that hold decorativejight bulbs, comprising:

14. (Original) The article of claim 11, further comprising a clip removably attach' 
the wire, the clip including at least one circular void dimensioned to recei 
light bulb from the lighting string,

(Original) (Allowed) The article of claim 18, wherein the male insert corapri ses a 
base and a removable husk. 



20. (Original) (Allowed) The article of claim 18, wherein the male insert is siz 
be inserted into a socket of a lighting string. 

2L (Original) (Allowed) The article of claim 18, wherein the plurality of I 
comprises a red LED, a blue LED, and a green LED. 

22. (Original) (Allowed) The article of claim 18, wherein the plurality of LED 
capable of being illuminated sequentially. 

23. (Original) (Allowed) The article of claim 18, wherein the base comprises a ci 
board. 



24. (Original) (Allowed) The article of claim 18, the clip further including a 
dimensioned to receive the wire from the lighting assembly. 



25. (Original) (Allowed) The article of claim 18, wherein the male insert compris 5S a 
base and a husk, the husk including a pair of resilient tabs having a fixed end 
flexibly attached to and extending angularly from opposed sides of the husk m a 
coaxially aligned spaced apart relation, wherein each tab is adapted to deflect In a 
direction toward the opposed tab upon application of a biasing force and proti ude 
in a direction away from the opposed tab upon removal of the biasing force. 

26. (New) (1 + 5 + 6) A decorative illuminated article adapted for use with a ligh ing 
string comprising: 

a wiring assembly including a length of wire having a first end and a second Jad, 
the first end connected to a male insert, the second end connected to a ligh ing 
assembly;

assembly; 

a hollow enclosure including a decorative element contained therein and a i eck 
having an opening sized to receive the lighting assembly, 

a collar having a hole through which the wire is inserted, the collar slidlbly 
positioned between the first end and the second end, the collar having an intc rior 
surface adapted to threadably receive the neck; and 

a clip removably attached to the wire, the clip including at least one circular \|oid 
dimensioned to receive a light bulb removed from the lighting string.

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38, (New) The article of claim 18, wherein the plurality ofLEDs of the lighting assei nbly 
illuminates the decorative element within the enclosure. 
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
